Indian army units were or- 
dered to stand by and a 24-hour 
curfew was clamped on the big 
industrial sector in the northern 
part of the city. Various other 
parts of the city were put under 
dusk-to-dawn curfew. 

During yesterday's rioting 
thousands of the demonstrators 
carried placards proclaiming 
“Death to Nehru!” 

At least 300,000 workers in 
the city of nearly 3,000,000 peo- 
ple answered a call by leftist 
unions for a general strike to 
reinforce demands that the city 
become the capital of a new | 
Marathi-speaking state.

12-INCH SNOW

BOSTON, Jan. 18 (AP) — 
Eight deaths were attributed to- 
day to the heaviest snowstorm 
of the season, which yesterday 
dropped up to nearly 13 inches 
of snow on southern New Eng- 
land.

Six of the deaths were from 
heart attacks after shoveling 
snow. The other two were traf- 
fic deaths. 

Fifteen children were ma- 
rooned for two and a half hours 
on a school bus at Coventry, 
R.I., when the bus bogged in 
heavy snow. The children were 
unharmed and seemed to enjoy 
the experience. 

About 1000 telephones were 
reported out of commission in 
Rhode Island, where the snow- 
storm was the worst since 1948.

OFFER OF ARABS 


However, Kingdom Re- 
fuses to Consider 
Severing Its Tic 
With British. 


AMMAN, Jan. 18 (AP)—Jor- 
dan. has agreed to discuss an 
aid offer from Syria, Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia, but made clear 
such help would not end its 
long-time close relations with 
Britain. 


Foreign Minister Hussein 
Fakhru Khalidi told a press

400,000 the Hashemite kingdom 
receives yearly from Britain to 
maintain the Arab Legion and 
national guard.

Syria also asked Jordan's 
King Hussein to attend a con- 
ference with the chiefs of state 
of the three would-be donor na- 
tions in order to fix a method 
of payment and other details 

Khalidi said Jordan had 
countered with a proposal that 
“the Arab states’ meet first in 
a lower level conference to dis- 
cuss the aid terms. He stressed 
the phrase “the Arab states,” 
presumably to indicate that 
Iraq and the others also would 
have to be invited.

Under Secretary of State 
lierbert Hoover Jr. made no 
request, in an appearance be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, for the blan- 
ket authorization for future 
commitments tnat the Admin- 
istration earlier had indicated it 
had in mind 

Powerful congressional fig- 
ures in both parties have come 
out adamantly against any in- 
definite extension in_ tuture 
years of a@ general power to 
make foreign aid pledges 

One of them, Senator George 
of Georgia, had gone further to 
warn the Administration that 
any insistent demand for that 
sort of authority might break 
up bipartisanship in foreign 
policy in general. 

Hoover's approach to the For- 
eign Rélations Committee there- 
fore was seen by many Senators 
as opening the way for compro- 
mising the question in this 
manner: 

1. To make clear in prin- 
ciple—as the Administration 
most of all wishes—that the 
United States intends to go 
on assisting its friends abroad, 

2. To avoid, however, any 
Pollision with Congress over 
its constitutional rights to au- 
thorize executive programs 
only on a year-by-year basis 
and in general to avoid any 
open-end grant of power to 
the Administration 
‘Senators Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota, and Mansfield 
‘(Dem.), Montana, both told re- 
porters they thought there are 
grounds for a possible compro- 
mise, the United Press said 

(‘Il believe I can go along 
with the general principle of 
expressing support for long- 
term commitments for certain 
types of project,” suchas water 
resources development, Hum- ' 
phrey said.

POSTWAR LOW IN MAN-DAYS 
LOST IN LABOR DISPUTES 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18 (UP) — 
Man-days lost in labor disputes 
in 1955 averaged only 102 a 
striking worker. a new low for 
any postwar year, a_ study 
shows. The survey was made by 
Commerce Clearing House, na- 
tional reporting authority on 
tax and business law. 

The 10.2 figure compares with 
a 10-year average of 15.5 man- 
days. Averages for other years 
range from 25.2 man-days ‘in 
1946 to 10.3 in 1951. The 1955 
low was achieved despite fhe 
fact 2,750,000 workers were 
involved in strikes, more than 
the normal number. The 10- 
year average for workers on 
strike is 2.661.000 

The report says there were 
4200 strikes in 1955, compared 
with the decade average of 4315 
Many of the walkouts were 
short, including those which oc- 
curred during contract nego- 
tiations in the automobile and 
steel industries

Were those attitudes fully encompassed by 
the Secretary's present definition of them, there 
would have been no occasion for the whole wide 
world to be alarmed. That the United States has 
basic moral values and vital interests for which 
it will fight if necessary is a truism which hard- 
ly needs expression. But this is not the issue 
raised by the Life article. 

That article alarmed the world because it dis- 
played a Secretary of State who believes that 
diplomacy consists of going to the brink of war;

Even in Mr. Dulles’s career there has 
been nothing like this episode to illus- 
trate his quite astonishing capacity for 
forgetting that he is set on a conspicu- 
ous stage and the whole world marks 
his demeanor 

He consented to be blown up into an 
American hero; for that purpose he sat 
for a flattering portrait in one of his 
favorite magazines; and now he is

The advance copy said that Mr.

Like every Secretary of State since 
the war, John Foster Dulles has pulled 
some lovely boners, but, unlike his pred- 
ecessors, Mr. Dulles has added some- 
thing new to the art of diplomatic blun- 
dering. 


This is the planned mistake. He 
doesn’t stumble into booby traps: he 
digs them to size, studies them Care- 


fully, and then jumps 

The common diplomatic bloomer is 
usually the result of ignorance, haste, 
imprecision, bad temper, or having to 
choose between hard and difficult 
courses of action 

Mr. Dulles has not made this kind of 
mistake very often. He is well-informed. 
He is the hardest-working man in Wash- 
ington. Hr is patient and precise in ex- 
temporaneous speech, and he has not 
yet got into trouble playing question 
and answer with the reporters. 

His mistakes are of a different va- 
riety. They are usually avoidable. They 
are almost always obvious, and they are 
usually made in carefully prepared 
Statements or speeches, 


Past Blunders Are Recalled 


Hle wrote into the President's first 
State of the Lnion Message the passage 
construed as “unleashing” Chiang Kai- 
shek to invade the China mainland 

He “liberated” the Communist sate]- 
lites first in the Republican party's 1952 
foreign affairs platform at the Chicago 
Convention 

He announced that he was going to 
make an “agonizing reappraisal” of 
American foreign policy if France did 
not join the European Defense Commu- 
nity—this in a formal statement to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Council in Paris. 

He put into a formal speech before 
the New York Council on Foreign Rela 
tions his threat of ‘‘massive retaliation” 
against the Communist world—a threat 
which required a 2000-word clarification 
and has plagued him ever since. 

Iie issued last month a formal state- 
ment describing Goa on the fringe of 
India as a “piovince’ of Portugal—just 
at the time when he was planning a 
trip to India to patch up our ragged re- 
lations with Prime Minister Nehru 

And now he has been involved in an- 
other controversy because he claimed 
that he had three times carried the na- 
tion to the “brink” of war and scared 
the Communists off two of the three 
times by threats of atomic retaliation. 


Area of Party Differences 


Mr. Dulles has made a lifelong study 
of the arts of diplomacy, and hes turned 
Assistant Secretary of State Carl Mc- 
Cardle into a personal press agent—yet 
the effect of his latest flight into print 
has been to emphasize his weaknesses 
rather than to clarify his strength. 

This is unfortunate for two reasons: 
It blurs Mr. Dulles’s real achievements, 
and it diverts attention from the re- 
markably solid front that has been built 
up in both parties for the policy of col- 
lective security. 

There are differences of opinion be- 
tween the parties about how much em- 
phasis to put on foreizn economic aid, 
and whether to proceed with the chain 
of military agreements in the Middle 
East, but the area of agfeement is far 
larger than the area of disagreement, 
and Mr. Dulles is entitled to a great 
deal of credit for this extremely impor- 
tant development. 

In fact. one could almost say that 
the biggest foreign policy issue between 
Mr. Dulles and the Democrats today is 
Mr. Dullés himself. The Democrats have 
produced no clear alternative to his 
policies, even in the Middle East. Nor 
dy they complain so much about what 
he does. But what he says drives them 
nuts, and gives the impression of great 
division where very little fundamental 
policy division exists.

pated, with a gathering of 50,000 from 
all over the country at the tiny town 
of Aaronsburg.

The falsity lies in this: that 
Mr. Dulles describes what has 
happened in Korea, Indochina 
and the Formosa Strait in terms 
of unilateral _ 
deterrents by 
the United 
States.

The actual condition of mu-|

CIATION of Hartford, Conn., reports that its quarterly buyers’ 
surveys show that more than 150,000 business life insurance | 
policies were bought in 1955. The association reports that about 


one-tenth of all adult ordinary life insurance purchased in recent | 


months was for business needs. Similar surveys it made in 1949 


showed such purchases came to one billion dollars in that year | 


on some 70,000 policies. The increasing role that taxes play in 
encouraging this form of insurance buying is pointed up by the 
Institute of Life Insurance. It cites the number of cases in 
recent years when firms have been forced out of business because 
of the failure of the owners to provide tax funds at death. Heirs 
sold the firms to get the cash heeded for inheritance taxes. 
THERE ARE OTHER WAYS BESIDES INSURANCE to meet 
such a crisis. The sale today of Ford stock revises memories of 
how and why Henry and Edsel Ford set up the Ford Foundation. 
They bequeathed to it tax-free stock in their motor company. 
If all Ford stock had gone to members of the family, the inherit- 


ance tax would have been so huge that the family-owned com- | 


pany might have had to be sold to raise the cash. But smaller 
business men increasingly have been taking out life insurance 


to make sure that their firm can continue to operate during the | 


readjustment period after the death of principal owners or key 
employes. This also helps make the jobs of other employes more 
secure, the institute says. Its sale pitch on this is that through 
insurance payments “many jobs have been continued through 


periods of dislocation that might otherwise have terminated | 


them.” 

BEFORE THE TAX MOTIVE BECAME SO STRONG, this 
form of insurance appealed notably to partnerships. Each part- 
ner takes out a life insurance policy naming the other as bene- 
ficiary. The aim is to furnish needed cash.to continue the busi- 
ness and at the same time protect the interests of the family of 
the deceased partner. Closely held corporations or businesses 
with a sole owner have somewhat similar problems. is 

KEY MAN INSURANCE IS A PRODUCT OF postwar busi- 
ness competition and the increasing importance of technica] 
knowledge and skill in production and management. It may take 
time to replace such an employe. So the firm insures his life— 
for much the same reason as it takes out insurance against loss 
by fire.

AN ANIMAL is normally 
happy in its environment.

The explanation is to be 
found in the fact that we have 
forgotten that our sufficiency is 
not from ourselves: that for our 
souls and minds and spirits we 
need a power from the outside 
which comes from God gratis— 
only we have to ask for it and 
want it. All nature suggests that 
we have to find power and use 
it; but we do not create it. We 
did not create power in the 
atom, nor in the waterfall, nor 
in the bowels of the earth. All 
our machines-have “received” 
power, converted from some- 
thing else, and without receiv- 
ing power our machines stand 
idle. Shut off the electric power 
from a city, and most clocks 
will stop and in many houses 
meals cannot be cooked, music 
heard, news communicated: 
food would cool and we would 
grope around in the darkness.

Uncovering the Secrets of Jericho 


More Details of Ancient Civilization — Walls That Fell for Joshua Still Not Found

Further—and possibly the fi- 
nal—excavations on the site of 
the Biblical city of Jericho, in 
Jordan, will be carried out dur- 
ing the first three menths of 
1956 by the British School of 
Archaeology in Jerusalem, in 
collaboration with the Royal 
Ontario Museum. Funds for the 
expedition have been provided 
by the Toronto Globe and 
Mail. 

The expedition has a two-fold 
purpose—to illustrate and per- 
haps date the dramatic Old 
Testament account of Jericho's 
capture by the Israelites under 
Joshua, and to learn as much 
as possible about man’s cul- 
tural beginnings from the mass 
of evidence that lies within 
layer upon layer of rubble at 
the famous site. 

Jericho has been dug during 
the past four years by the 
British School, with the collab- 
oration for three of those 
years of the American School 
of Oriental Research in Jeru- 
salem. The 1956 season will 
probably be the last, largely 
because of the heavy costs of 
financing such expeditions. 


HE story of Joshua’s con- 
t quest of Jericho is one of 

the most familiar of all 
Bible stories 

In Joshua 6, it is written that 
following the command of the 
Lord, the Israelites marched 
‘round Jericho for seven days, 
bearing the ark of the cove- 
nant before them, and before 
the ark the priests went with 
trumpets made from _ rams’ 
horns. 

And on the seventh day they 
encompassed the city seven 
times, and “the people shouted 
when the priests blew with the 
trumpets: And. it came to pass. 
, » « that the wall fell down 


flat. ..,. And they utterly de- 
stroyed ali that was in the 
city. . . . with the edge of the 
sword.” 

Even those who do not re- 


member the Bible story, or 
have never read it, probably 
have heard it recalled in the 
famous Negro spiritual, which 
says that “Joshua fit de battle 
of Jericho, and the walls come 
tumblin’ down” 

This story and the wealth of 
evidence that has lain about 
its site for centuries has made 
Jericho a lure for archaeolo- 
gists for many years. 

These men and women, with 
their insatiable curiousity, have 
wondered again and again: 
When did Joshua fight the 
battle of Jericho, and where are 
the walls which came tumbling 
down? 

For no one yet knows the date 
of this renowned battle, and no 
one has found any conclusive 
evidence of its happening at 
all. In the rubble lying about 
the site of Jericho are the 
remains of many walls, but none 
which can definitely be called 
those of the Canaanite city that 
Joshua conquered. 

This historical riddle was one 
of the main reasons why, in 
1952, the British School of 
Archeology in Jerusalem sug- 
gested to the American School 
of Oriental Research in Jeru- 
salem that a joint expedition 
be undertaken to dig Jericho's 
site once again. 

A clue was thought to have 
been found by a British arche- 
ologist in the 1930s; Prof. John 
Garstang uncovered some city 
walls that were believed to be 
those of the city that fell to 
Joshua. 

But Dr. A. Douglas Tushing- 
ham, leader of this year's Ca- 
nadian group, who was assistant 
director of the British-United 
States exhibition, says of the 
first attempts to work from this 
clue: 

“Within a week we discovered 
that the problems set were far 
more complicated than we had 
thought.” 

They had gone to date the 
walls that fell to Joshua, but 
they found the walls that Prof. 
Garstang had uncovered had 
fallen centuries before Joshua's 
time. Where, then, they asked, 
were the walls that fell to 
Joshua? The time of Joshua's 
conquest, from other evidence, 
usually is set somewhere about 
1250 B.C. Yet no settlement 
is known to have existed at 
Jericho about that time.

BOUT 1350 B.C.—a century 
A eartier—there was a small 
settlement above  Elisha’s 
Fountain, the spring that wa- 
ters the city. But this settle- 
ment apparently had no city 
walls, and thus is irreconcilable 
with the Biblical story. 
“From our diggings so far, all

we know about the time of 
Jericho's fall to Joshua,” says 
Dr. Tushingham, “can be repre- 
sented by a single picture show- 
ing the foundation of a house 
wall, a square yard of floor, a 
clay oven and a juglet.” 

Here, then, is one of the 
tremendous’ problems which 
faces the Royal Ontario Museum 
party, in collaboration with the 
British School of Archaeology, 
as the fifth season's work be- 
gins. 

A seemingly insoluble prob- 
lem, it has, nevertheless, a pos- 
sible solution. There are at 
least three known Jericho sites 
already: the modern one, built 
atop the old Byzantine city; to 
the west of it the New Testa- 
ment Jericho, which rose to 
great importance under Herod 
the Great, and to the north the 
most ancient site—Old Testa- 
ment Jericho, where the digging 
is in progress. 

This last site traditionally is 
the one linked with Joshua's 
conquest. But perhaps it is not 
the right site. It is not uncom- 
mon, the archaeologists say, for 
cities to shift their sites many 
times through the ages. So per- 
haps it was another site alto- 
gether where Joshua fought the 
battle of Jericho. 

The difficulty may not even 
lie within the scope of archae- 
ology. A solution may have to 
be found in another interpreta- 


tion of the evidence within the 
Bible.

HE first big surprise that 
T greeted archaeologists of the 

1952 joint § British-United 
States expedition as they dug 
through centuries’ accumulation 
of debris at the ancient city’s 
site was the discovery of a stone 
wall belonging to the pre-pot- 
tery Neolithic period. 

This, they realized, was no 
ordinary wall—not just the wall 
of a house or building. Its size 
and structure soon made it 
clear to the archaeologists that 
it was a wall which once had 
surrounded the entire city. 

The existenee of a city wall 
was of the greatest importance. 
It indicated that the people of 
Jericho had arrived, at that 
point in their history, at a rela- 
tively high level of social or- 
ganization. Obviously, they were 
far enough advanced to organ- 
ize a massive project of mutual 
defense. 

But it showed more than that. 
Nowhere else in the world had 
there been uncovered evidence 
of the existence of a city at so 
early a date. The wall showed 
that Jericho was a city more 
than 1000 years before one ex- 
isted anywhere else, so far as 
was known. 

Their find, the archaeologists 
realized, showed Jericho to be 
the oldest known city in the 
world. This discovery, together 
with other evidence which con- 
fwmed the picture of Jericho 
as an advanced cultural center, 
gave impetus to an interesting 
theory about the beginnings of 
organized village life. 

A prominent theory holds 
that the earliest village culture 
arose in the Near East in areas 
of relatively heavy rainfall. It 
is reasoned that only in such 
areas would be found the con- 
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ditions for growth of such com- 
munities—sufficient water for 
the growing of crops and for 
providing food and drink for 
human beings and domestic ani- 
mals. Rivers would provide 
such conditions, but man was 
then still incapable of the com- 
munity effort required to har- 
ness the great rivers. 

Acting on this theory, some 
archaeologists have searched in 
areas of rainfall for the earliest 
villages. And because of this 
theory, they have neglected 
places like Jericho, for Jericho 
lies in a desert, surrounded by 
wilderness. 

But this theory ignores the 
importance of man-made irriga- 
tion systems, even though their 
importance is clear in the great- 
est later cultures such as Egypt 
and Mesopotamia, where man- 
made systems, from the Nile or 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers, 
provided water for crops and 
animals and human beings. 

These later peoples carried 
out large irrigation projects, 
and it is reasonable to assume 
they must have gained experi- 
ence from constructing less 
complex projects, possibly 
somewhere else. Such a pos- 
sible place is Jericho. 

Though Jericho is surrounded 
by desolate wilderness, it has 
plenty of water. The secret of 
its existence and importance 
through the centuries is one 
tiny spring called Ain Es-Sultan 
(The Glorious Spring). 

This spring, at the eastern 
side of the mound now being 
excavated, wells up out of the 
ground and is funneled through 
ditches to irrigate the whole 
Jericho oasis. And all of the 
evidence that archaeologists 
have found points to the idea 
that simple irrigation was used 
by the citizens of Jericho right 
back to Neolithic times. 

The earliest rainfall cultures 
found are east of Kerkuk, in 
northern Iraq, where Carbon 14 
deposits show them to have 
existed about 4750 B.C. 

Yet all indications are that 
Jericho had passed far beyond 
a simple village organization by 
at least the late sixth mil- 
lennium B.C., and was then al- 
ready a city.

Besides at least 
four successive city walls, the 
diggers found remains of a 
great stone tower (perhaps de- 
fensive) which would have been 
a tremendous feat to build.

One of the big jobs this 
season will be to delve more 
than 20 feet deeper to learn 
of yet another, older culture— 
the Mesolithic, which dates 
back perhaps as far as the 
eight millenium, B.C.

North did not go on to the 
grand slam in a hurry—he went 
into quite a huddle—but he 
finally decided to take the 
plunge. As he explained later, 
he felt that even if South 
lacked the spade ace or a spade 
void, the opening lead might 
be favorable. 

Unfortunately for West, the 
opening lead was favorable to 
the enemy—or rather, it sheuld 
have been. With nothing to go 
by, West led the heart jack, 
instead of a spade, and declarer 
was thereby presented with a 
beautiful opportunity. Appar- 
ently, however, he couldnt 
count up to 13. He let the lead 
ride to his own singleton king, 
cashed the ace and king of 
trumps, discarded two spades 
on the A-Q of hearts and one 
on the diamond ace, and then 
in high disgust surrendered a 
spade trick, for down one. “Nite 
bidding!” he told his partner. 

Perhaps it is anti-climactic te 
point out South gave up too 
easily. With the héart com- 
munication between the closed 
hand and dummy disrupted at 
Trick 1, the only realistic way 
to play the hand was to put up 
the ace of hearts, disregarding 
the blank king, and then to lead 
the diamond queen (and if 
necessary the jack as well) 
through East for a ruffing fi- 
nesse. With the diamond king 
luckily on-side, South would 
thus easily establish 13 sure 
winners, with the club king in

F there are really wide dif- 

ferences of religious opinion 

between two people who plan 
marriage, the time to iron them 
out and reach some definite 
agreements is before the wed- 
ding, and not after. You may 
be sure that the need for set- 
tlement will arise sooner or 
later. It is better that a mar- 
riage be avoided than that it 
crack up on the rocks of a 
religious quarrel. Fay, who 
writes me as follows, had bet- 
ter take this advice to heart: 

“My fiance and I are far 
apart in religion, but I figure 
we can settle this matter better 
after we are married @nd I 
get him away from his own 
family. They are stiff-necked 
and old-fashioned, according to 
my way of thinking, although 
of course I wouldn't put it that 
way to him.”
